Within a few days one of Edison’s 
automatic.repeaters will be set up in 
the telegraph office of the Central 
Pacific R. R. Co. Two batteries of 
ene hundred cups each, which occupy 
quite a large room in the rear’ of the 
Western Union telegraph office, will 
supply the repeater.
